CHICAGO, July 21—That second day of the 
democratic national convention here WTOte itself 
down in political history as one of the most ling- 
lingly, thrilling struggles of recent years. 
It was not harmonious. 
There were brief periods when it w’as tum ult­ 
uously stormy. 
But at no time from the minute Permanent 
Chairman Jack son, obtaining special privilege from 
the convention to depart from the fixed order of 
business, called for nominations for president, on 
through a scries of truly stirring .speeches, was 
there a dull moment. 
All were permitted to say 
whatever they had on their chests. 
There was no 
sacrifice of the opportunity for full and honest 
expressions of feeling and emotions, and there was 
an abundance of the latter for the sak e of party 
harmony. 
It was out on the board where all could see 
and hear it. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
Never, it appeared, w’bs there a more deliberate, 
studied effort to give full freedom to conflicting 
views than the official representatives of the con­ 
vention extended to its delegates. 
As a result, the disagreements which originated 
in the old “Deep South” states of Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Virginia and Texas came out in the 
open where the convention could look at them. 
It was one of Florida’s delegates, Mrs. Fred 
Nooney of Jack sonville, pledged to Senator Harry 
Byrd of Virginia, one of four under such instruc­ 
tion, w'ho placed the Virginian’s name in opposi­ 
tion to President Roosevelt. 
In the vast stadium 
she was a tiny, timid figure in front of the micro­ 
phone. 
From the thousands of spectators in the 
galleries, and possibly from a few of the delegates 
on the floor, came a chorus of booes as she started 
her sharply-edged attack upon the president. 
Her 
nominating speech W'as not in praise of Byrd but 
in condemnation of the president. 
And when the 
storm of booes and cat-calls brok e, Chairman 
Jack son was ready for it: 
“No one deserves to be booed in a democratic 
convention,” he said. 
“There will be no more of 
that,” he shouted as he banged the gavel for order 
and placed an arm around the shoulder of the 
speak er. 
And that w’as that. 
Earlier, the president had been placed in nom­ 
ination by Senator Bark ley of Kentuck y in a truly 
great forensic effort. 
When Byrd’s Florida back er finished speak ing, 
there was faint handclapping from the Virginia, 
the Texas, the Mississippi and the Louisiana dele­ 
gations, but it died out almost as soon as it started.

We have heard Senator Bark ley speak at every 
national democratic convention since his first rec­ 
ognition in a national sense. 
His nominating speech for the president was 
the greatest address of Bark ley’s public career. 
The Kentuck ian spok e with deep feeling. 
He 
referred to the president’s record, both in peace 
and w ar—with frequent references to the record 
of the last stirring decade. 
Then that lift in his 
voice, which from the time he delivered the k ey­ 
note address in the democratic convention of 1932 
—on through all these recent years—took on a new 
note. 
He spok e of his differences with the presi­ 
dent—differences of methods—differences w'hich 
he said in themselves revealed the essence of 
democracy, closing with a ringing declaration of 


tion and the democratic party to the people, and 
we will,” 
Strik ing straight from the shoulder at his ene­ 
mies in the Deep South, he declared the poll tax 
had to go. 
“There could be no discrimination 
based upon class, or race or religion in a de­ 
mocracy,” he declared. 
One by one, the states followed the convention 
theme, and it was apparent before the balloting 
began that the protest vote was unlik ely to reach 
more than a handful of the delegates on the floor 
against Mr, Roosevelt’s renomination.

And then the Texas delegate fight between two 
rival groups reached the fioor in the report of the 
credentials committee, recommending that both be 
seated, the Texas vote be equally divided between 
them with a half a vote for each delegate. 
Instantly the spok esman for the “regularly” se­ 
lected delegation was on his feet with an amend­ 
ment to the committee report, which would have 
recognized the “regulars” who were refusing to be 
bound by the convention’s nominations in event of 
certain developments. 
The debate which 
followed produced some 
flaming southern temper. 
The spok esman for the 
“regulnrs” insisted the contestants had been beaten 
in the courts and were without standing under the 
authority of the doctrine of state’s rights. The con- | 
testants insisted the “regulars” in their refusal to 
abide by the convention’s decision upon nominees 
had betrayed the people of Texas. The convention 
credentials committee, through its chairman and 
two of its members, pleaded for the acceptance 
of the committee recommendation. 
And that the convention did with a roar which 
lifted the roof. 
That brought to a close a session which left 
delegates and spectators weary and exhausted, but 
strangely inspired by the emotional tides through 
which they had passed. 
Harmony took a beating. 
But here was life, with all its passions and its 
loyalties.

CHICAGO, July 21—Every convention has its 
pressure groups and this democratic gathering, the 
same as its republican predecessor of a month ago, 
is no exception. 
They w'cre responsible, in their prolonged ap­ 
pearances before the platform committee, for de­ 
laying, at least six hours, its presentation to the 
convention in the regular order of business. It had 
been the concern of the committee to permit any 
individual and all groups to appear and be heard. 
It was at the close of the afternoon session when 
Chairman John McCormick , democratic floor leader 
in the house, was ready to report and the conven­ 
tion quick ly placed its approval upon the platform. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
When the committee began its labors, it had 
before it a rough draft of 2,300 words. 
This it 
slashed to 500 words at one time, but the pressure 
was too great and when the final work was com­ 
plete it W'as 1,500 words in length, one of the 
shortest in history, and yet twice the length of 
President Roosevelt’s prepared draft. 
The convention made short work of attempts 
from the floor to amend the work of the commit­ 
tee. Senator Maybank did put into the record that 
South Carolina opposed the platform, as drafted. 
A Texas attempt to amend the foreign plank , 
this to establish an international air force, was 
shouted down. 
The 
democratic foreign 
plank 
pledged 
the 
democrats to join other members of the United 
Nations * in 
an 
international organization with 
armed forces to prevent aggression. 
By contrast 
with the republican plank , it drew a clean cut 
issue, for it was in the republican convention where 
isolation “pressure groups” got in their work to 
such an extent as to lead the republican nominee 
to declare in his first press conference that the 
platform would need some interpretation. 
★

★ 
The full import of Mr. Dewey’s declaration fol­ 
lowing the republican convention passed unnoticed 
by the public. 
In soft and polite language, he 
served notice he would be his own platform. 
In 
other words, the party declaration prepared by 
Bob Taft and adopted by the convention, with 
less than a third of the delegates in their seats, 
failed to satisfy the party nominee. He felt called 
upon to interpret the tariff plank immediately. 
There the old gospel of high protection, sponsored 
by the Grundys and the Pews, had had its way. 
But it was in the m atter of American foreign 
policy that the republican platform proved most 
unsatisfactory, not only to the independent voters 
of international views back of Wendell Willk ie, but 
among thousands of orthodox republicans, dis­ 
mayed by the success which isolation groups, back 
of Bertie McCormick , had achieved. 
★

★ 
The strongest feature of the democratic plat­ 
form, and the convention deliberations from be­ 
ginning to end, has been the plain, unequivocal 
declaration upon American foreign policy. Its im­ 
portance will become increasingly important as the 
war moves forward on all fronts and the problems 
of peace approach. 
That can be charged to Henry Cabot Lodge, 
the republican leader in the senate who headed 
the fight against the League of Nations and the 
Versailles treaty. 
There were imperfections, un­ 
doubtedly in the Versailles treaty. 
But long be­ 
fore the treaty actually reached the senate, before 
it had been formally presented, Lodge, now long 
dead, called a republican meeting at his home in 
Washington and -drew up the famous round-robin 
which meant the doom of all efforts at Versailles.

Can it happen again?

quences to the American people—if it does, but

Corn Ear Worm. 
Goodness! 
I hope I’m not too 
late giving you this insectitide 
for corn ear worm. I gave it last 
year, so perhaps many of you 
clipped 
and pasted 
it 
in your 
garden diaries, all ready for this 
year’s use. 
The worms or larvae of the 
corn borers hatch from eggs that 
are laid on the silk s. 
They feed 
on the interior of the silk mass 
first, of course, but quick ly eat 
their fill of this and burrow on 
down toward the juicy k ernels. 
What damage they can do to an 
otherwise perfect and juicy ear 
of corn. 
Ugh! 
This simple and inexpensive in­ 
secticide is recommended by the 
departm ent of agriculture. 
It is 
white mineral oil that contains 
2 per cent of pyrethrum. 
I pre­ 
fer to buy it all ready mixed in 
pint containers. 
However the oil 
and pyrethrum may be purchased 
separately and mixed, if you so 
choose. 
If properly applied, one pint 
will treat 600 ears and it will 
completley protect 75 to 90 per 
cent of ail ears. 
In no way will 
it damage the corn for food and 
certainly leaves no flavor on the 
k ernels. 
When To Apply. 
Apply the oil after the silk s are 
wilted, when their tips are just 
beginning to turn brown. 
If ap­ 
plied before this it will interfere 
with pollination. 
Use 
an 
or­ 
dinary glass medicine dropper— 
one that when half full holds 
about 20 drops. This amount will 
treat one small ear. 
For larger 


ears fill the dropper three-fourths 
lull. 
Do not assume that if a small 
amount will do a lot of good— 
more will do better. 
It won’t, 
so use no more on each ear than 
is suggested. The oil quick ly pene­ 
trates into the silk mass and 
k ills any/ and all worms fecxling 
there ancl also those that plan to 
feed there. 
When To Pick Corn. 
Some people 
lik e 
corn very 
young, really before the yellow 
varieties coloi*, and others prefer 
it quite old, at the tag end of the 
milk stage. My family and I prefer 
it just in between when the milk 
flows freely from a punctured 
k ernel. 
Most 
authorities 
agree 
that it is then at its very best for 
table usejand also for canning or 
freezing. 
Watch the silk s and 
when they turn a golden brown 
the corn is usually ready to pick . 
To be real sure, strip the shuck 
back from the tip an<l puncture a 
k ernel with your thumb nail. If 
the milk flows freely, pick it. 
To Cook Corn. 
Fresh pick ed, milk stage corn 
requires very little cook ing, three 
minutes of rapid boiling will do 
the trick . Long cook ing tends to 
toughen the freshest and very 
best corn. So drop the fresh ears 
into rapidly boiling water and set 
your clock for three minutes, add 
salt to taste and cover.

A BOOK ON THE EYES 
“Filling a long felt want” is 
apt to be an empty phrase when 
applied to a book . There are book s 
about everything and few w an^ 
along these 
lines remain to 
be 
filled. But it does apply to a new 
book Your Eyes by Dr. Sydney A. 
Fox (published by A. A. Knopr, 
Inc., New York ), 
He did a very good job, ine 
book is a quite comprehensive, 
clearly stated account of every 
phase cf the modern k nowledge 
of the eye. 
The chapter titles give an idea 
of the topics covered “How We 
See ” “Why We Do not See Well, 
“Old Sight,” “Eyeglasses,” “Our 
Colored World.” “The Eye Mus­ 
cles,” “Light by Man,” “The Eye 
in Traffic,” Hygiene and First 
Aid,” “The Young 
Eye,” 
“The 
Adult Eye.” 
Corneal Transplant. 
I would not spoil the reader’s 
pleasure by abstracting any of 
these. 
I was interested in reading one 
topic about which 
I 
have 
not 
been able to get much satisfactory 
and conseivative information, and 
this 
is the success of grafting 
corneas on opaque eyes. I have 
seen, as everyone has, somewhat 


the body of the same person who 
needs the graft.

where the cornea, by reason of in­ 
jury or disease, has lost its trans­ 
parency or its regularity, so that 
vision is impaired. It can be suc­ 
cessful only in those eyes that 
are healthy except for an unclear 
cornea. 
“The corneal transplant opera­ 
tion is an incalculably important 
advance in eye surgery. It is the 
result of many years of experi- 
sensational accounts and pictures 
j mentation and research. It has re- 
in the current magazine press, but 
I haven’t been able to contact any 
oculists who have performed the 
operation or 
who 
even 
k now 
about it authoritatively. 
On first thought it seems 
to

A plea that Nebraskam lr>ok at 
the war labor needs in this state 
realistically was made Friday by 
State Director J. R. Kinder oi the 
war manpower commission. 
Two Type* of Job*. 
Mr. Kinder pointed out that war 
industries in Nebraska are largely 
confined to two classes, ordinance 
production and food production. 
Without these two vital commodit­ 
ies our fighting force.* can never 
win, he said. He pointed out that 
in the munitions manufacturing 
plants and loading plants there i.* 
now and has been a shortage of 
workers. All have received stepped 
up production schedules since the 
invasion started. 
“This talk of reconversion, so 
far as Nebraska is concerned, 
means discontinuance el produc­ 
tion,” Mr. Kinder said. ”^ io r to 
this war Nebraska was not con­ 
sidered an industrial state. Work­ 
ers and small businessmen were 
unanimous in urging that these 
new industries be brought to the 
state. There is not only a moral 
obligation to provide them witn 
needed workers, but it is our duty 
to the sons and daughters of Ne­ 
braska to provide them with the 
sinews of war.” 
Work At Air Field. 
It was pointed out by Mr. 
Kinder that the Lincoln air field 
is a redistribution center for the 
air forces and that it is essential 
that B-29 bombers be manned at 
this field. 
Runway s must be 
strengthened and lengthened for 
use by this plane. 
Workers at 
pre-sent cannot be obtained in suf­ 
ficient q uantities to complete the 
job on army schedule. He pointed 
out that Mead, Grand Island, and 
Hastings munitions loading plants 
must have hundreds of additional 
workers at once if they are to 
supply the needs of our armed 
forces. Plants manufacturing shell*

schedule due to lack of manpower.

CHICAGO, July 21 — (AP) — 
Vice President Wallace today came 
face to face with probably the 
most crucial few hours of his life. 
The democratic convention had 
to decide whether to rehominate 
him as vice president or throw 
him into the political never-never 
land. 
Yet what he did and said yes­ 
terday may have meant the dif­ 
ference between success or defeat 
today. 
And this is why: 
He wants renomination. He has 
fought for it here. He knows that 
large groups, particularly some 
southern democrats, are bitterly 
against him and his thinking. 
He seconded the fourth term 
nomination of President Roosevelt 
and in that speech he reopened 
the sore spots of the convention. 
It was a speech that many peo­ 
ple at the convention will remem­ 
ber for there were two kinds of 
reaction to what he said: 
Makes Definite Stand. 
One was that these were the 
statements of a man who was 
telling the delegates—friends and 
foe alike—exactly what he repre­ 
sented so they could take him or 
reject him. 
The second group looked upon 
his words as poor political strategy 
bound to cost him votes, maybe 
the votes of delegates who might 
have voted for him if he had re­ 
mained quiet. 
In pa rt he said tha t in an “economic 
sense there m ust be no inferior races. 
The poll ta x m ust go” 
These were not pleasan t words to those 
southerners 
who 
have 
shouted 
about 
“w hite suprem acy" 
and 
fought 
to pre­ 
vent elim ination of the poll tax through 
federal actlan.

club B'riday noon at the Y.W.C.A. 
“ Consumers could probably pay 
Lincoln in the neighborhood of 
two million dollars for its mu­ 
nicipal 
electrical property ," 
he 
explained, then added, “ With an 
alleged surplus in the municipal 
light 
f u n d 
of 
approximately 
three-quarters of a million dol­ 
lars which has been contributed 
to by all people of Lincoln, im­ 
mediately freed and available in 
the city treasury , that would give 
the people of Lincoln about three 
million dollars to spend as they 
might choose.” 
Facing the question of “ whether 
Lincoln shall withdraw from the 
state-wide program, issue several 
million dollars of bonds and take 
over Consumers, or w'hether Lin­ 
coln should remain a part of the 
itate-wide entity , accept pay ment 
of a fair price for 
municipal 
property by Consumers and Con­ 
sumers take over the city ,” Cur­ 
tiss said that there is a difference 


in the cash position of the city 
of Lincoln in these two proce­ 
dures of millions of dollars. 
“ If it is concluded that Lin­ 
coln should withdraw from Con­ 
sumers public power district and 
attempt to go it alone, I believe 
the people of Lincoln must agree 
that in attaining that end, in all 
fairness they should pay a fair 
price to Consumers for the prop­ 
erty ,” he emphasized. 
“ I seriously doubt the wisdom 
of the condemnation action on the 
part of the city against Consumers, 
the possibility of which has been 
proposed.” Curtiss asserted, add­ 
ing that “ Lincoln should not hope 
to acquire Consumers' property at 
any 
price which will place a 
heavy burden on the rest of the 
state of Nebraska.” 
As examples of what might be 
obtained if Consumers purchased 
municipal property , Curtiss said 
there could be a municipal audi­ 
torium, all paid for; a city -county 
building, perhaps the beautifica­ 
tion of Fifteenth street, or may be 
the reduction of water rates, be­ 
sides 
parks, 
play grounds, 
and 
swimming pools. 
He emphasized 
that the people of Lincoln could 
have all of these immediately and 
have lost nothing, "for under our 
home 
rule charter, they retain 
complete control and jurisdiction 
of electric rates and they would 
enjoy the same electrical rate re­ 
duction which might be possible 
. undet the saving of unification.”
